INTRODUCTION. 


TOWN  HALL,  SHIPLEY. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  for  1952  for 
the  Baildon  Urban  District. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Total  births  number  136,  an  increase  of  20  over  the  previous 
year,  giving  a Standardized  Rate  of  13.3  as  against  11.3  The  Still- 
birth Rate  rose  slightly  from  17.2  to  22.1,  and  is  accounted  for  by 
only  one  additional  stillbirth.  Infant  Mortality  declined  to  15.0  as 
compared  with  52.6  in  1951,  and  the  Standardized  Death  Rate,  11.7, 
fell  from  13.1  in  the  previous  year. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Measles  was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  notifiable  disease,  occurring 
epidemically  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Clinic  at  the  Wesleyan  School  had  an  active  year,  members 
attending  increased,  and  the  general  popularity  of  the  clinic  has  im- 
proved. Considerable  progress  was  effected  in  the  construction  of  the 
Day  Nursery  at  Green  Lane.  This  enabled  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  prospective  opening  in  1953. 

Care  of  the  Aged. 

The  Havens  continue  to  supply  wide  social  interest  and  activities 
for  the  older  age  groups  in  the  population,  and  the  Voluntary  Com- 
mittee have  done  excellent  work  throughout  the  year. 

Housing. 

Undoubted  progress  has  been  made  this  year  in  the  erection  of 
new  houses  and  further  progress  is  anticipated  in  1953.  Clearance 
and  demolition  of  dangerous  and  squalid  property  at  Woodbottom  and 
the  rehousing  of  tenants  has  been  a progressive  if  somewhat  belated 
measure. 

I wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  attention  of  your 
Chairman  of  Health  and  his  Committee  and  help  so  willingly  rendered 
by  my  fellow  officials.

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Social  Conditions. 


Baildon  is  a three-tier  residential  town  at  the  gateway  to  Wharfe- 
dale,  separated  from  Shipley  and  Bingley  on  the  one  hand  by  the 
River  Aire,  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  and  the  L.M.S.  Railway, 
and  from  Bradford  by  a green  belt  at  Esholt.  The  lower  tier  forms 
the  industrial  area  with  mills,  factories  and  workshops.  The  middle 
tier  includes  the  shopping  and  administrative  centre,  and  the  upper 
is  mostly  residential  properly  highly  situate  on  the  moorland. 

The  population  occupy  approximately  3,666  houses,  mostly 
modern  in  type,  although  some  old-type  property  remains  around 
Towngate,  at  Baildon  Green  and  at  Tong  Park.  There  is  ample 
room  for  extension  in  the  Glen  and  West  Lane  areas,  and  the  northern 
perimeter  of  the  town  is  moorland.  Land  extensive  enough  for  456 
houses  has  been  acquired  at  the  Knoll  Estate,  and  the  Council  has  also 
acquired  12  acres  in  the  East  Ward.

A rapid  increase  due  to  migration  in  the  inter-war  period 
accounted  for  a 46%  increase  between  1921  and  1939.  This  was 
predominantly  of  older  age  group  structure  with  consequently  a low 
fertility  rate.  In  Baildon  there  was  therefore  a state  of  populational 
expansion  with  low  potentiality.  This  feature  was  an  exaggeration 
of  the  national  trend  the  national  increment  being  insignificant.  Post 
war  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate  merely  balanced  war  time  decrease  and 
the  local  picture  is  one  of  a diminishing  younger  age  group,  diminish- 
ing Birth  Rate  and  a rapidly  ageing  population. 

The  high  female  to  male  ratio  of  working  population  is  repre- 
sentative of  the  textile  area  generally.  Eight  large  firms  employ 
2,660  workers  locally,  the  principal  industries  being  woollen  textile  and 
engineering.  Considerably  over  one  half  of  the  male  population  is 
estimated  to  be  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  A considerable  inter- 
change of  working  population  occurs  in  each  direction  daily  between 
Baildon  and  neighbouring  towns. 

The  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  Shipley,  serves  both  Shipley 
and  Baildon. 


Unemployment  remains  at  a low  figure  and  in  the  main  consists 
of  older  men,  the  placing  of  whom  in  suitable  work  is  not  easy. 
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Public  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Medical  Practitioner  Liaison. 

The  Department  has  enjoyed  the  support  and  co-operation  of  the 
Family  Doctors  both  resident  in  Baildon  and  those  Medical  Practi- 
tioners who  occasionally  practice  within  the  township.  Contacts 
between  the  Practitioners,  Home  Nurses  and  Midwives  have  been 
close  over  a period  of  years.  The  development  of  Care  and  After 
Care  services  provides  scope  for  the  prom.otion  of  a similar  relationship 
between  the  Doctors  and  Health  Visitors.  The  services  of  the  Health 
Visitor  can  be  of  considerable  use  to  the  Practitioner  in  providing 
socio-medical  histories  and  a link  between  Hospitals,  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Private  Doctor. 

Baildon  has  one  resident  Home  Nurse,  a resident  Midwife  and 
one  Health  Visitor.  This  concentrates  domiciliary  services  in  a small 
group  and  promotes  team  work.  There  is  also  close  co-operation 
between  these  officers  and  the  officers  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Hospital  Liaison. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a member  of  the  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Flospital  Management  Committee 
responsible  for  Salt’s  Hospital  and  the  Shipley  Maternity  Home.  An 
increasing  number  of  Baildon  patients  are  admitted  to  both  these  In- 
stitutions. 

Liaison  with  Doctors,  Nursing  Staff  and  Almoners  is  increasing 
from  week  to  week  at  Bradford  Royal  Infirmary,  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Clayton,  the  Children’s  Hospital,  and  Leeds  Road  and  Morton  Banks 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals.  Few  requests  have,  however,  been  forth- 
coming for  medical  reports  on  in-patients,  and  there  is  also  scope  for 
an  increase  in  the  demands  for  Care  and  After  Care  in  cases  ready 
for  discharge. 

Maternity  Home. 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients.  Priority 
for  admission  is  granted  on  the  basis  of: — 

(i)  Abnormal  history.  (iii)  Multipara  4 +. 

(ii)  Primipara.  (iv)  Social  conditions. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Beaulah,  for  her  co- 
operation in  this  work. 

Increasing  admissions  of  expectant  mothers  from  Baildon  have 
been  arranged.  When  beds  are  fully  booked  recommendations  are 
made  for  other  County  Homes.  In  some  instances  home  conditions 
and  circumstances  favour  delivery  of  the  patients  in  the  mother’s  own 
home  and,  although  this  is  against  popular  trends  in  recent  years, 
there  is  distinct  need  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  women  prepared 
to  arrange  delivery  in  their  own  homes.  At  present  we  have  not 
been  able  to  reduce  the  percentage  of  institutional  confinements  below 
70. 
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Climes  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Baildon  Clinic. 

This  is  a commodious  Clinic  for  infant  welfare  work.  Sessions 
are  held  each  Monday  afternoon  at  the  Methodist  Church  Hall, 
Westgate,  from  2 p.m.  onwards.  A Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in 
attendance. 

An  ante-natal  clinic  is  held  monthly  on  Wednesday  mornings  by 
arrangement. 

Re-decoration  carried  out  and  re-adjustment  of  accommodation 
used  was  approved  by  the  Church  Trustees.  Coupled  with  the 
zeal  of  the  staff  and  voluntary  workers,  the  result  has  been 
a marked  increase  in  clinic  attendances.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  report 
this  when  one  considers  how  difficult  of  access  any  single  site  in  Bail- 
don proves  for  a very  large  number  of  residents.  Children  and  mothers 
in  need  of  Specialist  services  are  referred  to  Somerset  House,  Shipley.

Staff  work  on  behalf  of  aged  persons  by  Health  Visitors,  Home 
Nurses  and  Home  Helps  is  referred  to  in  appropriate  sections  for  each 
service. 

Baildon  Aged  Persons’  Welfare  Association. 

Formed  in  late  1950,  rapid  progress  has  been  made  and  the 
Association  have  Executive,  Finance,  Social  and  Visitation  Sub- 
Committees.  In  addition  the  Association  opened  two  havens,  one  at 
Town  Gate  rooms  granted  by  the  Baildon  Urban  District  Council, 
and  one  at  Charlestown  Methodist  Church. 
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The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  second  Annual  Report: — 


The  work  of  the  Association  has  been  carried  through  during  the 
year  with  complete  smoothness  and  efficiency  due  to  the  grand  co- 
operation of  the  Sub-Committees  with  the  Executive  for  which  we  as 
Officials  are  deeply  grateful.  The  Executive  Committee  has  met  each 
month  and  has  dealt  with  all  matters  relating  to  the  well-being  of  the 
Association  and  generally  speaking  the  attendance  of  members  has  been 
good. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  opening  our  Second  Haven  on  the  28th 
January,  1952,  at  the  Charlestown  Methodist  Sunday  School,  and 
whilst  the  attendance  has  not  been  as  good  as  we  hoped  for  we  feel 
that  it  is  serving  a need  in  that  district  and  perhaps  as  timei  goes  on 
the  attendance  will  improve. 

On  our  occasional  visits  to  the  Havens  we  have  always  found  a 
real  grand  atmosphere  and  one  sensed  the  feeling  of  enjoyment  and 
happiness  radiating  from  our  older  brothers  and  sisters. 

The  Executive  had  the  privilege  of  being  represented  by  Councillor 
J.  A.  Schofield  at  a conference  convened  by  the  County  Council  at 
Wakefield  on  the  25th  January,  the  subject  matter  of  this  conference 
being  the  “ Employment  of  the  older  worker.”  The  question  of  Radio 
Relay  Service  which  was  felt  could  be  of  service  to  numbers  of  people  in 
Baildon  has  had  the  support  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  we  are 
pleased  to  know  that  this  service  is  now  available  in  Baildon. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  outing  arranged  in  July  by 
the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  and  the  Shipley  Aged  Persons’ 
Welfare  Association  for  Blind  people  in  the  District  and  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  certain  residents  in  the  Baildon  District  were  included 
the  Association  were  pleased  to  make  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of 
same. 


Social  Sub-Committee. 

We  pay  our  tribute  to  the  fine  work  done  by  this  Committee  in 
the  control  of  the  Havens.  We  have  had  a change  of  Chairmanship 
of  the  Committee  during  the  year  owing  to  Councillor  Moore  becoming 
Chairman  of  the  Association,  his  office  being  taken  bv  Mr.  John  Hyde. 
Councillor  J.  A.  Schofield,  the  Secretary  and  his  band  of  loyal  workers 
have  had  a very  busy  year  with  both  out-door  and  in-door  activities 
in  connection  with  the  Havens,  to  mention  a few:  on  the  19th  June 
the  outing  to  Bowness  and  Morecambej  on  the  24th  July  the  outing  to 
York  and  a visit  to  the  Alhambra  Theatre  to  see  the  well  known  play 
“ Bless  the  Bride.”  As  regards  in-door  entertainments  arranged  we 
mention  the  “ Inner  Wheel  Party  the  Social  Evenings  given  by  their 
own  concert  party,  “ The  Haven  Follies  ” and  friendsj  the  Harvest 
Festival  celebrations  in  October  when  a visit  was  made  by  the  scholars 
from  Sandals  School  with  gifts  of  fruit  and  flowers,  etc.,  and  the 
Sunday  Concert  at  the  Picture  House  on  the  23rd  November.  These 
efforts  will  give  some  idea  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  our 
Social  Committee  which  is  all  in  addition  to  the  weekly  attendance  at 
the  Havens.  There  will  have  been  many  other  things  done  for  the 
benefit  of  our  older  people  by  this  Committee  during  the  year.  This 
we  are  convinced  is  a willing  service  given  by  the  Committee  whose 
interests  we  feel  sure  are  centred  in  bringing  more  happiness  into  the 
lives  of  members  of  the  Havens.

Visitation  Committee. 

We  also  have  to  report  a change  of  Chairmanship  in  this  Com- 
mittee owing  to  the  resignation  of  Mr.  P.  Walker  due  to  ill-health, 
but  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  Mr.  Walter  Mann  kindly  consented 
to  take  the  position.  The  work  of  this  Committee  is  something  we 
all  admire,  under  the  energetic  Secretaryship  of  Mrs.  M.  E.  Robson 
we  feel  that  a magnificent  work  is  being  done  amongst  numbers  of 
elderly  sick  people  whose  lives  are  made  a little  less  lonely  by  the 
regular  visits  of  members  of  this  Committee.  The  inauguration  of  the 
Special  Birthday  Gift  Scheme  during  the  year  to  members  visited  will, 
we  feel  sure,  be  appreciated.  The  Monthly  Report  given  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  this  Committee  to  the  Executive  shows  a grand  work  being 
done  week  by  week  in  a quiet  but  very  effective  way  and  of  actual  help 
being  given  to  people  in  need. 

From  a small  beginning  we  feel  we  have  achieved  some  results 
and  believe  that  our  endeavours  to  meet  the  needs  and  problems  of  the 
old  people  will  be  just  as  successful  in  the  future  if  we  can  be  assured 
of  the  enthusiastic  and  active  support  of  all  members  of  our  Committee 
and  the  goodwill  of  the  general  public.  We  have  made  this  Association 
the  opportunity  of  serving  our  “ Elder  Citizens  ” and  we  should  like 
to  thank  all  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  by  service  or  donations 
to  the  measure  of  success  achieved  so  far  and  to  appeal  for  continuous 
and  loyal  support  during  the  coming  years. 

We  express  our  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Baildon  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  free  use  of  Towngate  Rooms  and  the  Town 
Hall  for  our  Committee  Meetings,  also  we  express  thanks  to  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  for  equipment  for  the  Havens  provided  by 
them,  and  also  for  the  help  and  assistance  given  to  our  Committee 
by  the  County  Welfare  Officers.

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Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  acts  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
to  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clinical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
relieving  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  District  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  The  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  much  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  the  supervisory 
staff  at  County  Hall,  and  the  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with 
the  Health  Department.

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care 
Health  Education  Propaganda 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
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West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  arc  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Health  Education  in  the  population: — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 

2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Sanitary  In- 
spectors to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associations, 
Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaflets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  to 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 

Hospitals. 

Some  progress  has  been  effected  in  the  Care  and  After  Care 
Services,  and  a notable  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital. 

Recuperative  Home  Treatment. 

There  are  four  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them. 

Brentwood  Recuperative  Centre,  Marple,  Cheshire. 

Spofforth  Hall  Recuperative  Centre,  Spofforth,  near  Harrogate. 

(The  above  two  Homes  are  essentially  for  cases  requiring 
family  rehabilitation). 

Sydney  House,  Abergele,  North  Wales. 

The  Silver  Jubilee  Home,  Heysham,  Nr.  Morecambe. 

(Five  families  were  admitted  to  the  above  Homes  in  1952).

Under  the  County  Council’s  scheme  23  local  patients  were 
admitted  to  Convalescent  Homes,  travel  arrangements  being  made 
where  necessary.  Patients  were  required  to  pay  a proportion  of  the 
cost,  according  to  their  ability  as  assessed. 


Home  Help  Service. 

There  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  on  the  Service  and  the  re- 
cruitment of  suitable  women  against  the  competitive  claims  of  industry 
continues  difficult.  While  no  qualifications  are  required  and  an  estab- 
lishment strength  and  no  training  is  possible,  it  is  difficult  to  exact 
too  high  a standard.  Nevertheless,  fine  service  has  on  the  whole  been 
rendered  by  a great  majority  of  the  women  employed.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  record  a few  administrative  difficulties  encountered.  For 
example,  in  some  homes  such  as  problem  families,  conditions  are  so 
had  that  the  Home  Help  may  refuse  to  attend  and  indeed  it  is  difficult 
then  to  offer  criticism.  The  greatest  need  occurs  in  relation  to  the 
aged.  It  is  realised  that  with  a high  percentage  of  young  women  work- 
ing and  often  unable  to  devote  over  much  time  to  their  own  children, 
spare  time  is  simply  not  available  to  care  for  aged  parents  or  relatives. 
Nevertheless  it  is  distressing  to  see  elderly  people  neglected  by  relatives 
and  left  entirely  dependent  on  help  from  this  Service.  The  position 
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is  aggravated  by  continuous  requests  from  doctors,  health  visitors, 
district  nurses,  almoners  and  members  of  the  public.  The  great 
majority  of  aged  persons  are  most  grateful  for  help  given  which  reduces 
the  insistent  fear  of  having  to  break  up  the  home. 

Acute  illness  presents  difficulties  necessitating  transfer  of  the 
Home  Help  and  occasionally  leaving  a chronic  case  unprovided.  The 
apparently  easy  solution  of  engaging  women  prepared  to  work  at 
occasional  intervals  does  not  apply,  as  the  majority  of  women  can 
easily  find  full  time,  regular  and  guaranteed  work.  Again  Home  Helps 
attending  special  cases  may  give  entire  satisfaction  and  be  persuaded  to 
work  privately  for  the  person  concerned.  Although  this  saves  hours, 
it  deprives  the  Service  of  personnel. 

Occasionally  cases  in  need  of  long  term  help  are  terminated  due  to 
inability  to  continue  payments.  Trouble  also  appears  when  mem- 
bers of  a family  are  asked  (sometimes  reasonably)  to  share  responsi- 
bility for  the  charge  for  benefit  they  derive  from  the  service  of  a Home 
Help. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Act  and  the  enlargement  of  the  number 
of  Home  Helps  to  form  a reasonably  adequate  service,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  allot  the  full  time  services  of  one  clerk  to  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Service.  This  saves  the  time  of  professional  women,  viz.. 
Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  and  District  Nurses.  The  latter  report  at 
appropriate  intervals  on  the  professional  aspect  of  the  case,  but  day 
to  day  administration  including  recruitment  and  arrangement  of  hours 
of  work  are  undertaken  by  the  Organiser.  The  increasing  scope  of  the 
service  warrants  a separate  appointment  when  the  service  is  large, 
active,  and  meeting  an  important  public  need.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley,  affords 
accommodation  for  the  staff  of  the  Local  Authority  (Shipley)  and 
County  Divisional  Health  Staff. 

Accommodation  in  the  Department  is  available  for  Health  Visitors 
and  Mental  Health  Social  Workers,  and  a distinctive  feature  of  the 
Department  is  the  high  percentage  of  professional  workers  employed 
“ in  the  field.”  A representative  sample  includes  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
Health  Visitors,  Midwives,  District  Nurses,  Physiotherapist,  Speech 
Therapist,  School  Nurses,  Clinic  Nurses,  Duly  Authorised  Officer  and 
Home  Helps.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  the  assistance  of 
Dr.  G.  Buckle  and  Dr.  M.  M.  Neil,  while  Consultants  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  are  available  in  Clinics  for  Orthopaedics,  Dermatology, 
Ophthalmology,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  when  necessary  an 
Obstetric  Consultant  is  on  call. 

Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
service  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example,  periods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Tomlinson  and  his  staff  for 
their  consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  in  the  Laboratory  and  the 
field  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Measles  was  epidemic  throughout  the  Urban  District  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  when  146  of  a total  of  182  cases  were  notified. 
As  usual  the  disease  was  commonest  in  the  young  child  between  2 and 
7 years. 

Whooping  Cough. 

From  April  onwards  sporadic  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred 
and  a toal  of  49  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. 

Although  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  1952  it  is 
essential  that  a high  immunisation  rate  be  maintained  in  children.  As 
heretofore  vaccination  is  undertaken  at  the  weekly  Clinic,  at  the  private 
Doctor’s  Surgery  and  on  the  visit  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to 
the  schools  in  the  area. 

Tuberculosis. 

Ten  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  7 respiratory  and  3 
non-pulmonary.  Six  deaths  were  assigned  to  all  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis, 4 of  them  respiratory  and  2 non-pulmonary.  The  out-patients 
continue  to  attend  Farr  Royd,  Shipley,  where  advice  and  treatment 
are  given  by  the  Tuberculosis  Consultant.  The  Tuberculosis  Health 
Visitor  is  availa’ole  at  the  Clinic  and  X-Rays,  artificial  pneumo-thorax 
and  other  forms  of  medical  treatment  are  available.  B.C.G.  vaccina- 
tion of  infants,  supervision  of  contacts  and  other  preventive  measures, 
including  the  supply  of  equipmient  and  provision  of  additional  food, 
are  arranged  by  the  Health  Visitor  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Dysentery. 

Baildon  enjoyed  relative  freedom  from  this  infection.  Its  fre- 
quency is  a reliable  gauge  of  personal  and  community  standards  of 
hygiene.  There  is  furthermore  in  the  case  of  Sonne  Dystentery  always 
possible  risk  of  contamination  of  food  with  resultant  food  poisoning. 
All  cases  of  diarrhoea  should  be  considered  as  possibly  infectious 
until  the  contrary  is  established.  Furthermore  among  all  members  of 
the  community  washing  of  the  hands  after  visiting  the  toilet  should 
be  routine  practice,  as  this  is  the  likeliest  source  of  infection  from  the 
Dysentery  group. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation. 

Scabies  is  treated  free  of  charge  at  Spurr  Road  Cleansing  Centre. 
This  is  an  old  A.R.P.  Decontamination  Centre  which  has  been  adapted 
and  redecorated  with  hot  and  cold  showers,  undressing  and  dressing 
rooms,  and  nurses’  room. 

The  method  of  treatment  is  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  after  showering 
of  patient.  Contacts  are  encouraged  to  attend  and  usually  receive  one 
treatment. 
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There  has  been  a rapid  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies 
since  the  end  of  the  war.  During  1952  only  2 cases  attended  for 
cleansing  from  the  Division.  Secondary  infections  are  few  and, 
generally  speaking,  one  treatment  suffices. 


Louse  Infestation. 

This  continues  to  be  persistently  present  among  a percentage  of 
the  population,  particularly  the  pre-school  and  school  child,  although 
it  is  fficult  to  estimate  its  prevalence  in  the  young  adolescent.  The 
control  of  louse  infestation  is  a perennial  problem,  usually  identified 
with  School  Medicine.  Reports  are  submitted  monthly  to  each  group 
of  School  Managers  and  the  total  number  of  infested  cases  and  the 
follow-up  in  connection  with  each  given.  The  general  principle 
adopted  is  that  the  mother  is  in  the  first  case  encouraged  to  co-operate, 
and  where  a case  is  found  either  of  louse  infestation  or  nits,  other  mem- 
bers of  the  family  are  examined.  The  reservoir  of  infection  for  most 
school  children  is  generally  the  member  of  the  “ problem  family.” 
Such  are  the  methods  of  treatment  available  and  their  efficacy  that 
there  is  no  reasonable  excuse  for  a child  continuing  to  be  infested 
over  a period.  By  tact,  persistence  and  conscientious  application, 
the  School  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have  enormously  reduced  the 
incidence  of  infestation  in  the  population.

Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

No  progress  has  been  recorded  in  After  Care  of  patients  dis- 
charged from  Mental  Hospital,  as  there  is  no  request  for  a “ follow 
up,”  nor  are  any  reports  from  the  Institutions  submitted  to  the  Health 
Department.  I have  therefore  no  cause  to  alter  the  views  I expressed 
in  the  1951  Report  that  failure  to  follow  up  discharged  persons  under  - 
mines much  of  the  progress  effected  during  active  treatment  in 
Hospital. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Bingley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  ’bus 
or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  from  Mornington  Road 
School  through  the  Divisional  Education  Department  continued  to  be 
supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical  records,  dental  services  and 
clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Children  were  provided  with  courses 
of  ultra  violet  light  during  the  winter  months.  One  Supervisor  and  at 
first  three,  later  2,  members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted 
children  to  and  from  the  Centre.  As  mentioned  in  previous  reports

there  is  a lack  of  modern  amenities  for  washing,  and  no  adjoining 
grounds  for  outdoor  exercise.  The  Centre  has,  however,  given  valuable 
training  in  most  cases,  and  in  the  more  difficult  child  much  needed 
relief  is  afforded  the  parents.  The  staff  have  been  loyal  and  hard 
working  operating  as  they  do  against  many  difficulties  which  will  only 
be  effectively  overcome  by  transfer  to  the  new  ‘ ad  hoc  ’ Centre  at 
Keighley. 

Parents  of  the  children  at  the  Centre  have  a Committee  which  has 
been  most  co-operative,  active  and  generous  in  their  assistance  to 
children  and  staff.  Furtherm.ore  generous  help  has  been  given  by 
many  kindly  people  in  Bingley,  notably  the  Soroptimists  and  Rotarians. 
Miss  Ball  the  Supervisor  has  provided  me  with  the  following  notes 
on  the  Centre. 

“ This  Centre  was  opened  on  January  9th,  1951,  with  eight  children 
and  four  staff.  None  of  the  children  had  been  to  school  for  any  length 
of  time  and  three  of  the  staff  had  never  worked  with  backward  chil- 
dren. Two  of  the  staff  were  very  keen  workers  and  soon  adapted 
themselves  and  became  attached  to  the  children  who  slowly  responded 
to  their  training. 

The  beginning  of  the  second  week  saw  our  number  increased  to 
twelve  children.  These  came  from  Baildon  and  Shipley.  Discipline 
was  almost  an  unknown  quality  but  by  degrees  we  managed  to  control 
the  children  and  work  out  a time  table  for  their  lessons  and  recreation. 
We  had  not  got  all  our  equipment  and  our  activities  had  to  be  cur- 
tailed at  times. 

As  the  numbers  gradually  increased  we  were  able  to  grade  the 
children  into  three  groups — babies,  juniors  and  seniors.  They  had 
their  own  classrooms  and  worked  according  to  time  tables  worked  out 
by  the  Supervisor.  The  morning  lessons  consisted  of  speech  training, 
physical  training,  i.e.,  marching,  keep  fit,  games  and  dancing.  Other 
lessons  included  sense  training — recognition  of  colours  and  shapes — 
counting,  drawing,  reading  and  writing,  and  picture  making.  Handi- 
crafts, especially  for  the  seniors,  consisted  of  cane  work  (baskets,  trays 
and  mats),  rug  making  and  embroidery,  making  dog  leads,  ash  trays 
and  stools.  Leather  work  was  included  and  the  children  made  purses 
and  comb  cases.  Their  latest  venture  has  been  making  their  own 
moulds  out  of  Fleximould. 

The  juniors’  lessons  consist  of  picture  telling,  teaching  of  colours 
and  shapes  by  sense  training  apparatus.  Time  telling  is  introduced 
and  by  means  of  a shop  (we  have  collected  various  packets  and  tins 
of  all  shapes  and  sizes  for  this)  the  children  are  encouraged  to  go 
shopping  and  to  know  the  value  of  money.  Road  sense  is  brought  into 
this,  as  the  children  are  supposed  to  cross  a busy  road.  Plasticine 
modelling  and  jig-saw  puzzles  also  come  in  the  time  table. 
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For  handicrafts  the  children  are  doing  work  on  rug  canvas,  mak- 
ing bags  and  book  covers,  needle  cases  and  iron  holders.  Two  of  the 
boys  have  really  progressed,  thanks  to  their  teacher,  and  are  now  mak- 
ing rugs.  Their  other  activities  include  ball  games,  story  telling  and 
acting,  singing  and  percussion  band. 

In  the  baby  class  are  the  newcomers  and  low  grade  children. 
They  too  are  taught  physical  training,  sense  training  apparatus  is  used 
for  their  lessons,  also  buttoning  of  coats — tying  of  shoe  laces  and  dress- 
ing and  washing  themselves.  They  also  like  dressing  up  and  have 
sand  play  and  water  play.  Good  habits  are  an  essential  part  of  the 
training  and  much  time  is  spent  by  the  staff  in  teaching  this. 

In  June,  1951,  we  had  our  first  Open  Day  when  the  children  gave 
a short  display.  A sale  of  handicrafts  was  held  and  the  parents  seemed 
to  be  satisfied  with  what  they  saw  and  heard.  Another  Open  Day  was 
held  in  December,  to  which  parents  and  friends  were  invited.  It  was 
a success. 

The  staff  are  very  keen  on  their  work.  One  assistant  resigned 
at  Christmas  and  her  place  was  taken  by  a trained  Nursery  School 
Teacher  who  is  very  capable  and  is  doing  very  good  work  with  the 
babies.  She  is  also  a good  pianist. 

There  are  now  thirty-five  children  on  the  register.  They  come 
from  Barnoldswick,  Carleton,  Oxenhope,  Haworth,  Keighley,  Bingley, 
Shipley,  Baildon  and  Saltaire. 

A Board  of  Control  inspection  was  held  in  September.  A favour- 
able report  was  given.  We  have  had  excellent  co-operation  from 
Health  Visitors,  Social  Workers  and  parents.”

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
and  Cleansing  Services  of  your  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1952. 

During  the  year  twenty-two  houses  were  completed  on  the  Knoll 
Estate.  This  is  a great  improvement  on  the  previous  year’s  figure. 
By  continuity  of  planning  one  can  see  that  this  figure  will  be  sub- 
stantially increased  during  1953.  Four  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise.  There  is  every  indication  that  building  by  private  enter- 
prise will  increase  substantially  in  the  immediate  future. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  confirmed  a Clearance  Order  relating  to  several  properties 
in  Albert  Street  and  Victoria  Street  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  time 
this  report  has  been  published  these  properties  will  have  been  de- 
molished. Provision  has  been  made  for  the  re-housing  of  13  families 
comprising  41  people  on  the  Knoll  Estate. 

The  number  of  new  applicants  received  during  the  year  for  the 
tenancy  of  Council  houses  totalled  68,  this  being  a slight  decrease 
on  the  figures  shown  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  again  proved  adequate  and  a 
regular  seven  day  collection  period  has  been  maintained.  Income  from 
the  sale  of  salvage  has  decreased  during  the  year  due  mainly  to  the 
drop  in  prices  obtained  for  the  various  grades  of  paper.  This  is  in- 
dicated by  the  fact  that  the  weight  of  salvage  paper  collected  during 
1952  was  114  tons  16  cwts.  14  lbs.  with  a value  of  £780,  whilst 
during  the  year  1951  the  corresponding  figures  were  113  tons  4 cwts. 
56  lbs.,  valued  at  £1,819.  The  weight  of  salvage  collected  is  well 
above  the  average  per  1,000  population  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Little  difficulty  has  been  encountered  with  property  owners  and 
requests  to  carry  out  repairs  have  been  promptly  complied  with  in  the 
majority  of  cases  and  it  has  only  been  necessary  on  very  few  occasions 
to  take  statutory  action. 
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It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  Mr.  J.  Aveyard,  who 
was  Clerk  in  this  Department,  and  Mr.  J.  Garforth,  former  Pupil 
and  Clerk  were  successful  in  passing  the  Qualifying  Examination  for 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  both  are  now  employed  in  this  capacity  with 
other  authorities. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the  Council  with 
a special  word  of  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee 
(Coun.  A.  T.  M.  Schofield).  The  help  and  advice  given  to  me  at 
all  times  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  (Mr.  R.  H.  Moore)  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  J.  Battersby)  is  deeply  appreciated. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  all  my  colleagues  who  assisted  with 
the  work  of  the  Department  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  with  a 
special  word  of  appreciation  to  Mr.  J.  Aveyard,  who  so  ably  carried 
out  the  extra  duties  assigned  to  him  during  my  absence.

5.  Overcrowding. 

We  have  no  up-to-date  information  in  regard  to  the  position 
of  overcrowding,  and  a survey  would  be  of  little  use  at  the  present 
time.  Cases  that  have  come  to  notice  have  received  consideration 
by  the  House  Letting  Committee,  and  other  accommodation  is  offered 
as  soon  as  possible. 

6.  Housing. 

In  comparison  with  other  districts  the  number  of  sub-standard 
dwellings  is  very  low,  but  however  small  this  number  is  it  is  still  a 
factor  to  be  reckoned  with,  and  it  is  hoped  that  one  v/ill  be  able  to 
report  within  the  not  too  distant  future  that  these  premises  have  been 
eliminated. 

Meanwhile  every  effort  is  being  made  to  see  that  the  essential 
repairs  are  carried  out  to  make  conditions  more  tolerable  for  the 
occupants. 

7.  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

Within  the  district  98.5%  of  closets  are  on  the  water  carriage 
system.  The  only  dwellings  not  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewer  are 
those  at  Moorside,  Low  Hill,  and  one  or  two  isolated  dwellings.  These 
premises  are  served  by  pail  closets  which  are  cleansed  weekly. 

8.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  service  is  operated  with  S.  & D.  Freighters 
and  six  loaders.  These  vehicles  continue  to  give  good  service  and 
again  no  time  was  lost  through  the  vehicles  being  off  the  road  due  to 
mechanical  faults. 

It  is  becoming  more  noticeable  that  during  the  Summer  months 
the  volume  of  garden  refuse  which  one  is  expected  to  remove,  is 
greatly  on  the  increase.  This  constitutes  a menace  to  the  tips  due  to 
the  increased  fire  risk.  Much  of  this  garden  refuse  could,  with  advan- 
tage to  the  gardener,  be  composted  and  returned  to  the  soil. 
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The  number  of  complaints  received  with  regard  to  the  inadequacy 
of  the  collection  service  were  few  and  were  confined  almost  entirely 
to  periods  of  bad  weather  and  holidays. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  100%  controlled  tipping  on  the  Esholt 
Lane  Tip.  No  complaints  were  received  with  regard  to  nuisances 
caused  by  this  tip.  Tipping  facilities  on  this  site  will  be  available 
for  many  more  years.

This 
decrease  was  entirely  due  to  the  reduced  price  obtained  for  salvageable 
material  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  whilst  slightly  more  waste 
paper  was  sold,  the  income  from  this  source  was  reduced  by  over

11.  Bakehouses. 

There  are  now  nine  bakehouses  within  the  district  all  of  which 
were  inspected  reguarly  and  on  only  one  occasion  was  it  necessary 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  proprietor  to  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  one  and  only  bakehouse 
(underground)  in  the  district  was  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owners. 

12.  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  21  premises  in  the  district  registered  for  the  manu- 
facture, sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream  and  on  only  one  of  these 
premises  is  ice  cream  manufactured.  The  others  are  registered  for 
the  sale  of  the  proprietory  brands  of  ice  cream  mainly  sold  in  pre- 
packed cartons.  These  premises  are  strictly  supervised  and  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained. 
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Samples  are  frequently  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  for  bacteriological  examination  and  on  only  rare  occasions 
are  unfavourable  results  obtained,  subsequent  samples  from  these 
sources  have  proved  satisfactory. 

13.  Factories  Act,  1937. 

The  majority  of  the  factories  are  situated  in  the  lower  tier  of  the 
district  and  the  principally  engaged  in  the  textile  industry. 

The  general  improvement  in  the  working  conditions  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year  and  again  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  take  statutory  action  under  this  Act. 

Three  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories 
with  reference  to  nuisances  or  contra\entions  oi  this  Act.  These 
were  inspected  and  promptly  abated. 


14.  Milk  Supply. 

Thirteen  samples  of  raw  and  heat  treated  milk  were  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  methylene  blue  and 
phosphatase  tests,  with  the  following  results: —

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  methods  of  storage  and  handling 
of  milk  and  in  the  event  of  samples  being  unsatisfactory  thorough 
investigation  is  made  in  order  to  locate  and  remedy  the  cause. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in  the  sale  of 
bottled  designated  milk,  the  dairym.en  obtaining  their  supplies  from 
the  larger  dairy  companies  outside  the  district.  The  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  the  selling  of  loose  milk  will  be  prohibited. 

15.  Camping  Sites. 

There  are  two  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district  comprising 
125  weekend  huts  and  caravans  all  of  which  are  inspected  frequently. 

16.  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

A total  of  20  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  were  treated  during 
the  year,  of  which  3 were  major  infestations  by  rats.  Good  results 
were  obtained  on  most  occasions  and  all  treatments  were  carried  out 
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in  accordance  with  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

Maternity  Home. 

The  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  is  administered  by  a Sub-Com- 
mittee under  the  Bradford  “A”  Group  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee. The  Sub-Committee,  of  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  a co-opted  member,  meets  monthly  at  Salt’s  Hospital  or  the 
Maternity  Home. 

No  substantial  change  was  recorded  in  day-to-day  management, 
and  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  continue  to  attend  their  patients, 
the  services  of  the  Consultant  being  available  for  consultation  and 
emergencies.  Dr.  Wall  conducts  the  Local  Authority 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  each  Wednesday  forenoon  for  women  booked 
for  delivery  in  the  Home.  This  close  liaison  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Local  Authority,  Regional  Board  staff  and  the  General 
Medical  Practitioner  Service  overcomes  difficulties  inherent  in  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 


Admissions. 

Miss  Beaulah,  Matron  of  the  Maternity  Home,  has  provided  me 
with  the  following  statistics: — 

525  women  were  delivered.  9 cases  were  emergency  admissions. 
32  women  additionally  entered  for  ante-natal  care,  average  stay  11.68 
days.  10.04  days  was  the  average  stay  in  lying-in  beds.  The  average 
daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  15.87. 

Special  Statistics. 

There  were  9 forceps  deliveries  out  of  525  cases.  There  were  8 
stillbirths  and  3 neo-natal  births.  2 women  received  blood  trans- 
fusion. 


Consultant  Service. 

115  patients  were  seen  by  Mr.  Craig  ante-natally.  Total  attend- 
ances numbered  167.  Mr.  Craig  also  paid  34  women  special  visits 
in  the  Home.  Dr.  Langley,  Consultant  Paediatrician,  was  called  to 
examine  10  babies,  and  Mr.  Naylor  1 baby.

Notifications  of  birth  of  premature  children  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  that  is,  children  of  lbs.  and  under,  were  made 
on  the  usual  Notification  Card.  65  babies  weighed  lbs.  or  less, 
and  of  these  14  died  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  51  survivors, 
30  were  5 lbs.  or  over  at  birth,  16  were  4 lbs.  or  over,  4 under  4 lbs., 
and  1 under  3 lbs.  Of  the  14  infants  who  died,  3 were  5 lbs.  in 
weight  and  5 were  under  3 lbs.

Health  Visiting. 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  special  Health  Visitors  who  undertake  work  in 
Tuberculosis  and  mental  disease  and  an  Assistant  Health  Visitor  who 
supervises  clinic  work  at  Somerset  House,  there  are  ten  Health  Visitors 
and  School  Nurses  in  the  Division,  four  of  whom  operate  in  Shipley. 
One  is  frequently  asked,  even  by  medical  men,  “ what  is  the  work  of 
a Health  Visitor  ? ” and  I therefore  list  the  following  answer  as  part 
of  her  sphere  of  interest  and  duty.  Care  of  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  their  babies;  Toddlers;  Clinics  for  Infant  Welfare;  Minor 
Ailments;  School  Clinics;  Infectious  Disease  enquiries;  Care  and  After 
Care  Service;  Care  of  the  Aged;  Institutional  admission  and  discharge 
of  patients;  School  Medical  Inspection  and  Head  Inspections;  Home 
Visits  for  School  Children;  Training  of  College,  Nursery  and  Health 
Visitor  Students;  Attendances  at  lectures  and  staff  meetings;  Sub- 
mission of  socio-medical  reports;  Contacts  with  Almoners,  Welfare 
Officers,  Housing  Managers,  National  Assistance  Board,  Probation 
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Officers,  School  Teachers;  Supervision  of  Home  Helps;  Visitation 
of  Nurseries  and  liaison  work  with  other  workers  such  as  Midwives, 
District  Nurses,  General  Practitioners.  Additionally  there  are 
visitation  to  hospital  and  the  maintenance  of  records  and  reports. 
Shf  is  ‘ par  excellence  ’ a socio-medical  field  worker  and  essentially 
a pivot  of  Health  Department  staff  work.  To  the  Health  Visitor, 
perhaps  more  than  any  other  preventive  health  medical  worker,  is  due 
the  remarkable  progress  in  child  health,  for  she  is  essentially  a home 
teacher  whose  training,  experience  and  judgment  is  at  the  disposal 
of  each  family.

Five  Nurseries  with  50  places  each  and  facilities  for  the 
training  of  students,  had  an  active  year.  Although  priority  admission 
is  granted  for  medical  reasons,  substantially  the  largest  group  of  chil- 
dren is  where  mothers  are  engaged  in  the  textile  industry.  Trade 
recession  did  not  materially  reduce  total  attendances.  Training  of 
children  in  health  matters  and  in  general  education,  meals  and  equip- 
ment, remain  of  a high  standard.  This  is  promoted  by  the  encourage- 
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merit  of  capable,  sympathetic  staff  and  reflected  in  the  health,  in- 
dependence and  charm  of  the  children.  Over  three  years  of  age  the 
child  benefits  from  these  social  contacts,  just  as  under  two  it  is  better 
left  in  its  mother’s  care.  Between  the  ages  of  two  and  three  is  difficult 
to  decide,  depending  much  on  the  mother,  the  home  and  brightness  of 
the  child. 

Impressions  by  a Nursery  Matron  on  the  advance  from  the  pre- 
fabricated wartime  structure  to  the  new  Nursery  give  some  conception 
of  the  progress  made  in  the  provision  of  Nursery  buildings.  This  also 
applies  to  the  technique  of  management  of  the  pre-school  child. 


Matron  reports  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  each  Monday 
with  details  of  attendances,  waiting  lists,  priorities,  exclusions  and 
other  administrative  problems.

Impressions  of  a new  permanent  Day  Nursery  in  its  early  days. 

Apart  from  the  obvious  appeal  which  any  permanent  brick  construction 
must  have  over  any  comparable  prefabricated  structure,  the  following  are 
some  impressions  of  the  advantages  of  the  new  permanent  nursery  buildings 
over  the  old  prefabricated  types. 


1.  Space.  The  promise  of  more  spacious  premises  which  is  encountered 
immediately  on  entering  the  corridors  is  lived  up  to  throughout  the  building 
by  way  of  larger  nurseries,  ablutions,  staff  amenities,  kitchen  and  domestic 
facilities.  In  addition,  more  adequate  storage  space  for  toys,  cleaning 
materials,  food  stuffs  and  linen  cannot  fail  to  be  appreciated. 


2.  Heating.  The  most  important  aspect  of  the  heating  arrangements  is 
the  prevention  of  loss  of  heat  by  brick  walls. 

The  system  of  central  heating  by  gas  boiler  functions  very  efficiently 
and  the  maintenance  of  an  even  temperature  (by  the  simple  manipulation 
of  a switch)  from  early  morning  until  closing  time  is  appreciated  by  both 
staff  and  children  alike.  Under  the  old  heating  system,  i.e.,  open  gas  fires, 
it  was  always  some  considerable  time  before  the  nursery  became  warm  and 
in  winter  weather  this  was  the  cause  of  a good  deal  of  discomfort  and  colds. 
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3.  Ventilation  and  light.  The  main  source  of  improved  ventilation  is  the 
increased  number  of  windows  which  can  be  opened,  and  the  circulation  of 
air  is  helped  by  a warm  air  fan  incorporated  in  the  heating  system.  Better 
ventilation  and  more  constant  heating  together  prevent  the  damp  atmosphere 
often  noticed  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  day  in  the  older  type  nurseries. 

Whilst  more  numerous  windows  certainly  provide  better  natural  light 
some  criticism  is  possible  in  that  they  are  situated  too  high  up  for  the  children 
to  be  able  to  see  through. 

4.  Fittings.  The  most  pleasing  features  of  the  modern  nursery  are  the 
up-to-date  fittings  which  are  now  something  better  than  ‘ just  adequate.’  More 
imagination  has  been  shown  in  the  arrangement  of  such  things  as  sinks, 
wash-hand  basins,  baths,  lavatories,  kitchen  and  milk  room  equipment  and 
consequently  a considerable  saving  of  labour  is  achieved. 

Cork  flooring  shows  some  improvement  over  wooden  blocks  although 
it  is  doubtful  whether  it  is  hygienically  ideal  since  it  cannot  be  washed. 

In  general  efforts  have  been  made  e.g.,  by  the  use  of  lighter  coloured 
decorations,  to  provide  a more  pleasant  and  cheerful  atmosphere  and  with 
the  co-operation  of  nursery  staff  it  is  now  possible  to  make  an  attractive 
nursery  rather  than  just  a nursery.
